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and health insurance, as its articles of association shall provide,
and may issue such contracts either independently of or in conjunc-
tion with its life or endowment policies ; provided, that no accident,
. health or disability benefits except total and permanent disability
benefits may be incorporated in its life or endowment policies and
that when the total and permanent disability benefits are incor-
porated in, or contained in contracts issued in conjunction with its
life or endowment policies and when accidental death benefits are
contained in separate and distinct contracts issued in conjunction
with such policies and valued under the provisions of subsection
(3) of section 206.24, paragraph (g) of subsection (1) of section
206.20 and section * * * 20431, except paragraph (2) of sub-
section (12), shall not apply. Any foreign life insurance company,
by complying with this section, may also be licensed to transact
such business, if authorized so to do by its charter or articles of
organization and by the state in which it is incorporated.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 237.

AN ACT to create section 340.85 of the statutes, relating to hazing
in public schools, and providing a penalty.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. A new section is added to the statutes to be num-
bered and to read: 340.85 Any person engaging in or inciting
hazing in any public school of this state shall be punished by im-
prisonment in the county jail for not more than sixty days, or by
fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, or by both such fine and
imprisonment.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
